HOME-MADE CANDY 


Karo Fudge 


The following materials are 
needed: | pound of sugar, which 
is the same as two cups of sugar, 
'\4 cup of Karo corn syrup, 24 
cup of milk, two tablespoons (| 
oz.) y} butter, 2 ozs. of choco- 
late off% cup of cocoa and one 
teaspoon of yanilla. 

Put the sugar, corn syrup and 
milk in a pan and stir until the 
sugar is dissolved. Then add the 
finely chopped chocolate, and stir 
until melted. Cook slowly, stir- 
ting it but little while boiling, 
After fifteen minutes see if it has 
teached the soft ball stage, or if 
the thermometer reads 240° F. 
If so, remove the pan from the 
fire, stir in the butter and vanilla 
and beat the candy until it begins 
to cream and to show fine grains 
around the edges of the pan. Do 
not beat too long or a gloss will 
not show on top. Pour into but- 
tered pans and mark in squares. 


Dates With Fondant 


For 20 dates we need half a 
cup of fondant. The fondant is 
made as follows: Beat the white 
of an egg until stiff, add three 
tablespoons of water and gradu- 
ally five cups of confectioner's 
sugar. When it is almost stiff add 
the vanilla, and when it rolls 
away in the form of a ball from 
the sides of the dish put it on a 
board powdered with confection- 
ers sugar. Knead it as though it 
were bread dough until it is well 
mixed, Roll the fondant into 
sticks about one inch wide and 
cut small pieces crosswise. Place 
a strip in the centre of each date 
and sprinkle with powdered 
sugar,

TEREST WOMEN IN 
SASKATCHEWAN 


The greater port of the Act 
which is called the Infants Act, 
deals with such rmatters as the 

andling of infant's property, the 
power and authority of appointed 
guardians and ofthe official guard- | 
inn, but there are sections which 
deal with the custody of infants | 
and the appointment of guardians | 
and these are of vital interest to 
women, 

Unless an order is made to the 
contrary the mother shall have 
the custody of her infant children 
until they attain the age of four- 
teen. On her death, or on the 
child attaining the age of four- | 
teen, the custody of the child 
shall belong to the father, if liv- 
ing. 

Upon the application of either 
parent the court of king's bench 
may make such order as seems 
fitting regarding the custody of 
the infant and the right of access 
thereto of either parent, having 
regard to the infant's welfare and 
to the wishes of the father or the 
other and such order may be al- 
tered or discharged on applica- 


|

tion of either parent, or after the 
death of either parent of any 
guardian appointed under this 


Act. The court may also order 
the father or the mother to pay 
for maintenance out of any es- 
tate to which the infant may be 
entitled, such sum from time to 
time as the court may deem reas- 
onable according to the pecuniary 
circumstances of the father or 
mother or the value of the estate. 
Subject to the provisions of the 
Act the surviving parent of an 
infant may dipose of the custody 
of such infant, by deed or by 
will, while he rmeains an infant, 
or for any lesser time to any per- 
son in possession or remainder. 
On the death of the father of an 
infant, the mother, if surviving 
shall be the sole guardian until the 
infant attains the age of fourteen 
and thereafter shall act either 
alone when no guardian has been 
appointed by the father, or joint- 
ly with any guardian appointed 
by the father. Where no guard- 
ian has been appointed by the 
father, or if the gu ._ -;appoint- 


ed by the father 1s dead or ren {? very, 


fuses to act the court of king’s 
bench may appoint a guardian or 
guardians to act jointly with the 
mother. 

The mother of an infant may, 
by deed or will, provisionally | 
nominate any person or persons| 
to act as guardian or guardians of | 
the infant after her death jointly) 
with the father of the infant, and 
the court after her death, if it be 
shown that the father is for any! 
reason unfitted to be the sole} 
guardian of his children, may con- | 
firm the appointment of such 
guardian or guardians, who shall 
thereupon be empowered to act, | 
or may make such order in respect | 
to the guardianship as may be} 
deemed just. Upon the applica- 
tion of an infant, or of anyone on 
ihis behalf, when it is made to ap- | 
pear that the infant has no parent 
or lawful guardian or that such 
‘parent or lawful guardian is not 
a proper person to» have the 
guardianship of the infant, the 
court may appoint a guardian or 
a new guardian. 


The Legitimation Act 


This Act, though very import- 
ant, consists of only three sections 
as follows: 

1. This Act may be cited 
“The Legitimation Act, 1920," 

2. (a) Where the parents of 
any child born out of lawful wed- 
lock have intermarried after the | 
birth of the child and prior to the 
passing of this Act, the child 
shall, for all purposes be deemed 
to be and to have been legitimate 
from the time of birth, | 

(b) Nothing in this section 
shall affect any right, title or in 
terest in or to property where the 
right, title or interest has been 
vested in any person prior to the 
passing of this Act, 

3. (a) Where the parents of 
any child born out of lawful wed 
lock intermarry after the birth of 
the child and subsequent to the 
passing of this Act, the child shall 
for all purposes, be deemed to be 
and to have been legitimate from 
the time of birth. 

(b) Nothing in _ this 
shall affect any right, title or in 
terest in or to property, where the} 
right, title or interest has vested | 
in any person prior to the inter-! 
marriage,

ON MATTERS OF PUBLIC INTEREST TO DWELLERS 
IN THE PRAIRIE PROVINCES OF CANADA 


A SERIES OF ARTICLES DEALING WITH VARIOUS 
WESTERN QUESTIONS 
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THE RESULT IN BRITISH COLUMBIA 


The result of the general elections in B.C. indicate that 
whatever may be the political chaos in the minds of men in other 
portions of Canada, the people of the Pacific province are pretty 
steadfast in their opinions. 

There has always been a considerable socialistic element 
interjected into B.C. politics. The population is more industrial 
than agricultural and where great numbers of workers gather 
together in places like Vancouver, Nanaimo and New West- 
minster, there is always a certain leaven of socialism. 

The agitators of the I.W.W's. have always worked very 
hard to make an impression amongst the coal miners of Van- 
couver Island, and being so close to the border, Vancouver has 
been a favorite stamping ground for American labor agitators. 
B.C. has also produced several socialists of an honest but some- 
what mis#ided type. There are some socialists really and truly 
actuated by a desire to assist humanity, although in Canada we 
have not been very familiar with that type, but they have ap- 
peared in the B.C. legislature. Notable amongst them was Parker 
Williams, who for a number of years represented Newcastle in 
the legislature. His ideas were entirely Utopian, but no one 
doubted his honesty. He had a remarkable gift of expression 
and the short, pithy speech which he delivered in the legislature 
on the occasion of the death of Lord Strathcona was almost a 
perfect model of condensed eloquence. 

Another socialist of marked ability in the B.C. legislature 
was J. H. Hawthornewaite, who at one time was member for 
Nanaimo, and is a man of very considerable ability. 

Despite these rather disturbing factors in B.C. politics the 
recent general election has shown that the people are inclined 
to stable political lines. The elections took place last week and 
indications are that the Oliver Liberal Government has been 
sustained by a good working majority, but not one sufficient to 
make an adminisrtation careless of legislation or indifferent to 
the public welfare. 

The Conservative Opposition, headed by the Hon. W. J. 
Bowser, is well represented and there is no doubt that legisla- 
tion and the acts of the Government will be subjected to con- 
structive criticism and sharp scrutiny. 

These are satisfactory conditions, as under them the Gov- 
ernment attains its fullest functions. A rather remarkable feature 
of the B.C. election was the practical elimination of the farmers’ 
group, but perhaps that is not to be wondered at ag the majority 
of the voters were more interested in industry than in agricul- 
ture. There were certain groups which had their own parochial 
intereste to service which put in an appearance in the election, 
but have only succeeded in getting a very small representation 
in the house. It is cheering to know that the people of B.C. are 
apparently occupied with larger matters of political interest and 
that public opinion in that province ia pretty well crystallized. 


WINTER IN THE WEST 


Upon to the time of going to press we have had remarkable 
winter weather in Western Canada, little or no snow is falling, the 
thermometer has remained fairly comfortable and the air is 
balmy. There has not been the usual migration to California 
and if we had winters like these the most of us would stay at 
home. In this connection, however, we wish to state that for 
the last year or so we have never quite understood the exodus 
to California. The American discrimination against us in the 
way of exchange has meant the payment of a tremendous tribute 
by the holiday makers which really yielded no return. We have 
a delightful winter playground at our western gate. There are 
places in B.C. where a person may escape all the asperities 
to which our somewhat rigorous climate in the northwest often 
subjects us during the winter months and it is in our own country 
too, where there are no exchange disabilities, It is safe to say 
that last winter American bankers profited to the extent of mil- 
lions of dollars from the exchange money which was paid by 
prairie people who were holidaying in California. 

Despite the favorable season this year there are doubtless 
many people who have made their plans for a western trip. If 
they are sensible and patriotic they will keep their money in 
Canada. It is needed this year, At Vancouver on Buzzard 
Inlet, with its fine streets, magnificent buildings; its ocean steamers 
and constant come and go, to and from the Orient, Australia 
and the islands of the South Seas; its Stanley Park, with its 
beautiful open spaces; its titans of the forest and the matchless 
background of snowcapped peaks which send their slender min- 
arets to the sky, all make surroundings of delight and interest 
to those accustomed to the flat monotony of the level prairie. 
Victoria, on Vancouver Island, is also a lovely place to spend 
a pleasant holiday, It is never really cold there and snow seldom 
falls. The scenery is of unsurpassed grandeur and the metal 
roads make the most romantic excursions possible, and the wild 
game come down almost to the outskirts of the city. Our advice 
to the prairie people going west, both on the score of patriotism 
and enjoyment, is to do their holidaying in Canada. 


LOWERING PRICES AND SOME CAUSES 


Most people will admit that the long looked for time of de- 
flation in prices has arrived and everyone is asking each other 
the question ‘How long is it going to last. Many hold that liqui- 
dation has just begun and must go farther before business will 
be ready to go ahead again on a healthy basis while others think 
that a very few months will see the termination of the season of 
falling prices, ; 

A good financial authority states that Wall Street, New York 
is a most sensitive barometer of business tendencies, and while 
temporary flurries may indicate only surface or psychological 
conditions, the broad movements in stocks are actuated by more 
basic factors, chief among them being the amount of free funds 
in the possession of New York banks for loaning on call. 

In the recent past certain rallies in the stock market have 
been quickly checked by rapid rises in the call loan rate, indicat 
ing that the supply of free funds in New York banks was early ex- 
hausted, The same tendency for call loan rates to jump has not 
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been so apparent in the past few weeks, although a marked in- 
crease in activity occurred in the stock market. 

Evidently the slowing down of general business, in Canada, 
as well as in the United States, has released a considerable amount 
of funds and while these will be in demand for moving the crops, 
they can be employed in the meantime, in making loans to Wall 


Street.
